For the nation’s 2,-00 coVeges and universi­ 
ties. it is both the best of times and the worst 
ol times. 
On the bright side: 
More than 300 new colleges and universities 
have 
been 
founded 
since 
1945 . . 
Private, 
voluntary gifts have more than tripled sinr« 
1 95 a . . . 
Federal funds for higher education 
have more than doubled in four y ears, ivhiie 
state tax support has increased 44 per cent in 
just two vears and 214 per cent over eight 
y ears ago . . . Fmdowmenf funds have more 
than doubled over the past decade <to about 
$12 billion» and average faculty salaries have 
nearly doubled in the same period . . . Colleg­ 
es and unlversittie.c are spending more than 
$2 billion a vear on capital expansion and tne 
total exnondi'ure in the United States this ' ear 
for higher education will be some $18 bi'uon, 
m ore than three times as much as in 1955 
On the dark er side:

Some prestige institutions have passed the $2,-

The financial pinch is being felt by both 
public and private schools, but it is particu­ 
larly severe for some of the latter. 
Recently , the dean of the school of dentistry 
of the University of Southern California *arn- 
ec that at least 10 of the nation’s 50 dental 
schools are in trouble and cou’d close. These 
schools, all private, account for about 35 per 
cent of the nation’s output of 
dentists. No new 
private dental school has been opened 
in the

Some traditions1 sources o f suppo rt fo r hig h­ 
er education rem ain relatively unta pped Only 
one in four alumni, for instance, contributes;

INEVITABLY however, more and more col­ 
lege and university administrators are ta k ­ 
ing about direct and massive federal subsidy 
for hieher education, whether they lik e the idea 
or not On the state leve’, the distinction be­ 
tween “ public” and “ private” if already tie- 
coming blurred as more states enact some form 
of aid to private schools or to students attend­ 
ing them In Pennsy lvania, some 40 per cent of 
the state appropriation now gocs to private in­ 
stitutions. 
in this dav when it is becoming part of the 
national philosonhv that a higher education is 
not the privilege but the right of everv vouth 
who can benefit from it. it seems certain that 
the issue of fodera’ subsidy is one that will 
eventually rank with the war in Vietnam or 
the war on novertv as a subiect of debate in 
the halls of Congress. 


Police Can Help Own Image

he lik es it or not, he is also a sy mbol. 
As the agent of society , charged with uic 
frontline duty of preserving the law 
and o.der 
without which no society can exist, he is lor 
m any Nigroes and other minority group mem­ 
bers the onlv representative of “ the establish­ 
m ent” tiiev have much contact with 
Justly or unju t.v, he is to them the visible 
sy mbol of all those complicaied forces and at­ 
titudes that have k ept the Negro from equal 
participation in society at large. And to the 
policeman, the Negro, justly or unjustly , too 
oiten appears as the visible sy mbol of that 
which 
society 
at large must 
be 
protected 
against. 
ACCORDING TO two University of Denver 
scientists, who made a study of police-mino’uty 
grouD hostility under a grant from the Office 
of Economic Opportunity , the best hope of end­ 
ing this mutual hostility lies in upgrading » he 
lives of the minority so that their basic atti­ 
tudes undergo a change that will bring them 
closer to the m ainstream of American life.

Escheat or ‘Cheat Law?’ 
I winder tiow manv persons are fam iliar 
with the Escheat Law »’a. sed in the Ohio Legis­ 
lature in 1967? After Oct. 31, 1968, anv aank 
account that lias not had a withdrawal or a de­ 
posit for 10 y ears prior to that date will be 
tiaiisierred to the State of Ohio and added to 
their Unclaimed Property Fund 
The State of Ohio does not have to notify 
the owner of the account that that transfer 
i‘ Leing made. Neither is the bank liable to 
ni tify the owners, though most re’iable bank s 
probnblv would. 
It is verv lik ely that there would be few [>er- 
so n s who would have a bank account that wou’d 
Le inactive for 10 y ears. But what of the few** 
T h* might include an oldster who was ur.able 
to deposit any thing because of no income ;jnd 
wile might he saving his funds for a serious ill­ 
ness or other emergency . Interest deposits dur­ 
ing the 10 y ears do not change an account from 
“ inactive” to “active’’. Only a regular deposit 
will do so, according to this law. 
I am wondering how such an unfair law could 
have been passed without the general public 
k nowing about it. I never heard of It until 
recently and it seems so unjust that I felt com­ 
p eted to mak e it k nown to others 
To me, this law legalizes theft.

Convention Tinderbox

The 96-vote Michigan Democratic delegation 
to the Chicago convention cou’d erupt in emo­ 
tional furv if the Credentials Committee slicuid 
fail to seat Mississippi’/ challenging coalition 
oi interracial and so-called loy alist Democrats 
in place of Gov. John Bell Williams’ regtlar 
de.cgation. 
Of the 15 states with credentials challenges, 
six involve charges of racial imba’ance on ‘he 
chosen regular delegations. Mississippi is w.de- 
lv viewed as sy mbolic, 
the guidepost case 
which may well determine how the other rac­ 
ial cha’lenges go. 
Hen^e the concern in the Michigan group, 
where nearly a fifth of the delegation is black 
and there is a long historv of emotional in­ 
volvement in explosive convention issues. 
Now heavily 
pro-Humphrev, 
the Michigan 
delegation nevertheless reports a rising number 
of delegates wavering toward the uncomm’Uxl 
category as thev wait to see how the conven- 
tion resolves the racial issue and the m atter 
of a platform plank on the Vietnam war 


SOME MICHIGAN SOURCES suggest the* a 
decision to seat Williams’ Mississippi regulars, 
or a stronelv pro-administration Vietnam plank , 
could send manv wavering delegates to Vice 
President Humphrey ’s chief rival, Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy . 
Since the doubtfuls include some of the black s, 
the ironv would be gTeat. Pol’s show Humph­ 
rey outdoing McCarthy up to 4 to 1 among 
black citizens, and manv such delegates around 
the country a’readv are heavily comm it‘ed to 
the vice president. But Michigan people i di* 
C itf that among some of their delegates, meet­ 
ing in a highlv charged convention se» ‘ng, 
specific “ issue protest” mav override a’l else. 
Even is such a response develops, there is 
nc indication from late soundings among par.y 
Itid ers coast to coast that a reallv significant 
flow of delegate votes to McCarthy is in pros­ 
pect. Humphrey still holds his staggering lead. 


THE EXPLOSIVE PROSPECT 
in Chicago 
grows out of the unhappy accident that many 
factors troublesome to the Democrats are com­ 
ing into focus at on > time. 
As the responsib’e incumbent party , they 
are the natural targets of war protest and ra ­ 
cial anger. 
The coming together of two such vehement 
protest movements would he enough to un­ 
settle anv party convention. But there is more. 
The nartv is paving an in reusing price for 
woefu. mismanagement 
and loss 
of in‘.° nal 
discipline. 
The partv never has found the wav to com­ 
promise its North South differences sufficient­ 
ly to assure loy al acceptance bv southern par­ 
ty people of its chosen convon ion nominees for 
president and vice president With George Wal­ 
lace on the third partv fringe, the outlook this 
y ear is worse than ever 
Unaccountably , Democratic officials moved 
In the earlv 1960s toward reck less en’argem'mt 
oi the partv covent’on structure. From 1.500 
delegate votes in 19’ft, 
thev went to 2.300 in 
1964 and 2.622 in 1968 
While in theorv these changes magnify 
de­ 
m ocratic participation” 
in convention decis­ 
ions. in fact thev threaten to mak e the conven­ 
tion an unwieldv monstrositv. 
Add this natural dntcnoration and todav’s 
mood of disruptive protest and vou have a con­ 
vention condition presumably controPablc only 
bv heavv-handed discipline and extra-ordinary 
seouritv measures 
THESE ELEMENTS clearly have been in­ 
troduced at Chicago, adding immensely to the 
volatility of the convention scene. And the tin- 
dorbox situation has inevitab’v attracted the 
ruling hand of President Johnson, whose 
Per­ 
sona’ historv indicates that he will alway s try 
to stage-manage 
anv 
campaign 
event 
that 
comes within reach of his fingertips. 
It is almost inconceivable that any thing but 
turmoil could rise from a convention which 
Democratic officials think can be every body 's 
show, which the President think s can be near­ 
ly his alone, and wrhich thousands of angrv dis­ 
senters think should serve onlv as their noisv 
hippodrome of protest. 


Jet Age Dissent 


With America’s entrv in the supersonic trans­ 
port race not vet off the drawing boards — a 
final design is sti 1 being k ick ed around — en­ 
gineers of the Nadonal Aeronautics and fpa< e 
Administration's Office of Research xid Tech­ 
nology Mission Analy sis Division (that s what 
it’s called) are already talk ing about a hy per­ 
sonic aircraft capable of shooting 200 or more 
passengers through the sk ies at 6.000 mi’es per 
hour. 
American Aviation magazine quotes an offi­ 
cial of the NASA division as saving that “we 
already have the solutions on paper and we 
think the hardware can be in hand bv 1955. ” 
Air travelers of the present 
subsonic jet 
transjxirt generation are still having trouble ac­ 
climating themselves to the strain of passing 
tnrough multiple time zones within the space 
ol a few hours. The SST wi’l confuse tht\. sy s­ 
tem s even more, and the HST will hurl them 
into chaos. 
In fact, the HST will be so fast that the 3.- 
500-mile New York Paris run will be too short 
a hop. It will be more practical, the engineers 
say , on flights from the West Coast to Paris or 
from the Coast to Tok vo. An SST would mak e

After Many 
A Summer

In the campaign of 1932 


I VENTURE to comment upon this because T 
was his friend and academic eo league at that 
time. I new of his frustration when 
I served 
with him And I am one of the most frequen’lv 
mentioned characters in his book . 
Rex’s story begins when, because 
I recog­ 
nized his outstanding talents, his grasp of the 
farm problem and his utter sincerity , I enlisted 
him early in April. 1932. in what became k nown 
as Roosevelt's Brains Trust 
His ideas were fairly radical, but he served 
a £ an intellectual stimulant to Mr 
Roosevelt 
who realized that he must c me up with tresh 
ideas to combat the depression 
Adolf Berle Jr of the Columbia Law School 
was the second recruit and we three managed 
the speeches up to the nomination in Chicago. 
The political professionals, F.d Fly nn, Jam es 
Farley and Louis Howe, went after the dele­ 
gates and, lik e our oolicv group, repor’ed di­ 
rectly but separately to the candidate The two 
groups were never mixed 
After the nomina.ion, Mr 
Roosevelt and I 
recognized that we needed an infusion of practi­ 
cal economics and poli’ical experience. And so 
Gen 
Hugh Johnson was borrowed from Ber­ 
nard Baruch, and two senators, Jam es F. 
By rnes and Key Pittman, were invited to join 
me 
While there were considerable ideological dif­ 
ferences within the enlarged group, all went 
well until sometime in September. F.D.R.’s hos­ 
pitality to new ideas and his political sk ill con­ 
stituted the g'ue that held us togther. Tugwell’s 
views on “ agricuture 
had been accepted by 
all They called for national planning in that 
field. But Rex believed that planning should he 
advocated for industry as well. Here there were 
sharp 
differencs 
because 
Johnson. 
By rnes, 
Pittm an and I believed that, with an infusion of 
confidence, industry would right itself. Rex car­ 
ried his cause to Mr Roosevelt and his present 
book recites his long arguments with him on 
the subject 
Moreover, by mid-September it was clear 
that the election was won The practical course 
under those circumstances was to excite as lit­ 
tle controversy as possible 
W'e had already 
been fierely accused of radical and dangerous 
designs. And we realized that the concept of 
planned industry would elicit little understand­ 
ing and great opposition. 


WE ALSO BELIEVED that it was best to 
k eep Mr. Roosevelt’s options open until after 
the election 
And so it was F.D.R.’s decision, in which I 
fully concurred, to k eep his speeches safely 
within the bouds of orthodoxy . The only excep­ 
tion was the famous Commonwealth speech in 
San Francisco which was largely written bv 
Berle. 
This course deeply depressed Rex. And in all 
the y ears since and in this eloquent book he ha 
voiced his regret 
He say s that while these 
doubts shook him on election day , 
Neverthe 
less. I voted for him.” 
He also say s that the reforms after the inau­ 
guration were but “ pitiful patches.” There was 
in these “ an amazing resemblance to Hoover” 
who would have adopted most of them had he 
been free from the restrictions of a Democratic 
House and the tradtionalists in his own party . 
We can never k now what might have hap­ 
pened if Frank lin Roosevelt had adopted tin* 
Tugwell plans We do k now ‘hat with his m as­ 
terly capacity to inspire confidence in what he 
did do the Great Depression was lick ed. That 
has alway s been my answer to those who would 
have followed a different course.
